The recent Cohasset High 
School trip to Europe upset 
a few parents, who came to 
the May 7 School Committee 
meeting to complain that 
their children were ill pre- 
pared to take AP exams and 
the SAT after the trip. 

A few parents told the 
school board they were upset 
that substitute teachers 
showed videos to the stu- 
dents who remained in Co- 
hasset during the nearly two- 
week trip (from April 13 to 
26), led by Social Studies 
teacher James Willis, when 
the students could have been 
studying for tests. 

Around 50 students and 
seven teachers went on the 
European trip; some of the 
teachers taught AP classes, 
leaving a group of parents to 
ask the school committee to 
prevent such a long trip so 
close to tesftime in the fu- 
ture. 

Maureen McElgunn said 
that having students take 
the AP exams within two 
weeks of coming back from 
Europe was poor practice, 
adding that it had a “major 
impact” on both the kids 
who traveled and those who 
stayed home. Not least of 
which is the “financial impact 
to families,” McGlynn added, 
if students test well enough 
to proficiency out of college 
classes. 

McElgunn further stated 
that its unfair to allow such 
a long trip when normally 
taking students out of school 
for an extended period of 
time is difficult. 

“If I pulled my kids out for 
10 days before exams, would

Kennedy elected selectmen chair 



Gaumer named 
vice-chair

A new-look Board of Se- 
lectmen assembled on Mon- 
day night, with Diane 
Kennedy elected as chair and 
Steve Gaumer vice-chair. 
Kennedy was re-elected for a 
second three-year term dur- 
ing the Saturday, May 10 
Tbwn Election, while Gaumer 
has started the second year of 
his first term. 

The board voted 3-0 for 
the new chair and vice-chair, 
with both Kennedy and 
Gaumer abstaining from vot- 
ing for themselves; select- 
man Karen Quigley was ab- 
sent from the meeting. 

Selectman Martha Gjeste- 
by motioned to appoint 



Kennedy as chair, noting that 
Kennedy previously served 
as vice^chair and had “a lot of 
background” experience for 
the chairmanship. 

"You did extremely well on 
the election,” Gjesteby added. 
"I think you’ve done a good 
job.” 

Kennedy took a moment to 
say thank you for her re-elec- 
tion. "It is my honor and priv- 
ilege to serve,” she said. She 
then welcomed new select- 
man Kevin McCarthy, who 
won the second highest num- 
ber of votes on Saturday, edg- 
ing out incumbent and for- 
mer chair Fred Koed. 

Kennedy also thanked 
Koed "for his amazing service 
to this town,” having spent 15 
years as a selectman and pre- 
viously served as a Water 
Commissioner and Advisory 
chair through M a lot of im- 
portant votes.” 



Kennedy said that Koed 
served the town with wis- 
dom, and that his “institu- 
tional memory” was helpful to 
the rest of the board. 

“He was always a very 
steady and guiding friend, 
and he will be missed,” 
Kennedy concluded. 

Gjesteby and Gaumer both 
shared their thoughts on 
Koed and the election later in 
the meeting during the se- 
lectmen comment period. 

Gjesteby recalled that when 
Koed served as Advisory 
chair, “he stood fast with the 
budget,” and was ‘Very adept” 
at dealing with a past crisis in 
the water department prior to 
his time as a selectman. 

Koed, said Gjesteby, is “a 
quiet person, very unassum- 
ing, but he knows how to 
work with people.” 

Gjesteby said that Koed’s 
experience was vital. “We’re 



losing a wealth of knowledge 
and a lot of us are new on the 
board... He will be missed.” 

Gaumer echoed Kennedy’s 
compliments on Koed. “He 
devoted his time in a variety 
of capacities in elected and 
volunteer” positions, said 
Gaumer, adding that Koed is 
a “model of that type of serv- 
ice.” 

Gaumer also thanked the 
town at large for “one of the 
largest election turnouts in 
my memory,” adding that it 
was nice to see so many folks 
voting “on an otherwise en- 
joyable day to be outside. You 
can find any number of ex- 
cuses not to vote, but we 
found the opposite. That is 
very much appreciated re- 
gardless of how you voted.”

them with work? Probably 
not,” McElgunn concluded, 
adding that she feels the 
school “seemed to drop the 
ball with students being re- 
spected.” 

Patricia Gillis, who con- 
tacted Superintendent Bar- 
bara Cataldo asking to dis- 
cuss the trip during the 
meeting, said that she thinks 
the students who went on 
the “AP Europe” trip would 
“score fabulously” on their 
exams, however, unlike 
those who watched videos at 
school. 

Gillis further feels there 
should be an organized trip 
to Washington D.C., rather 
than Thrkey or Greece. “We 
get to Quebec, Guatemala 
and Europe,” Gillis said of 
school trips. “D.C. should 
be part of the curriculum.” 

School committee chair- 



man Paul Schubert said that 
in the future, the board may 
simply not allow such 
lengthy trips so close to 
exam time. 

“There are several test- 
ing requirements that are de 
rigueur for the district,” 
Schubert said. “In the future 
we will find out the impact” 
an international trip would 
have “on the remaining stu- 
dents. If it’s too long and too 
many people going, we may 
have to address length of the 
trip.” 

Cataldo said the schools 
might have to choose trips 
more carefully in the fu- 
ture. The superintendent 
elaborated in a phone call 
that she had planned to 
bring the matter to the 
school committee’s atten- 
tion as a matter of informa- 
tion, and felt that the issue 
had “closure at the meeting.”

results, waiting anxiously 
to hear which “players” 
would be taking the stage. 

A hush fell over the crowd 
as the winners of the three- 
way Board of Selectmen’s 
race were revealed. New- 
comer Kevin McCarthy and 
incumbent Diane Kennedy 
came out on top, besting in- 
cumbent and current chair- 
man Fred Koed. 

Kennedy garnered the 
highest number of votes, 
with 1,455, while Koed 
pulled in 900 votes. This 
will be Kennedy’s second 
three-year term; Koed was 
running for his sixth. 

McCarthy, an attorney 
who resigned his post as 
Governance Committee 
chair when he announced 
his campaign for selectmen, 
won 1,245 votes, the second 
highest of the three select- 
men candidates. 

There were 5 96 votes left 
blank for selectmen candi- 
dates. 

After the results were an- 
nounced, McCarthy said 
that he worked hard to 
overcome his lack of name 
recognition and that he 
plans to deliver on his cam- 
paign promises. 

Koed said it had been a 
pleasure to serve the town. 

Kennedy said that she is 
grateful for the opportuni- 
ty to serve Cohasset for an- 
other term on the Board of 
Selectmen. 

“I look forward to work- 
ing with Kevin McCarthy 
and very much want to rec- 
ognize Fred Koed - who has 
given so much to Cohasset 
in a career of service that is 
exceptional," she said. “To- 
day, the town is in great 
shape and in the very capa- 
ble hands of our town man- 
ager Chris Senior. We have 
a lot of work to do ensuring 
that we are able to move the 
town forward in a respon- 
sible way and with our eyes 
always on the long-term. I 
look forward to brokering 
these conversations and,

We want to congratulate all the candidates - opposed 
and unopposed - in Saturdays Town Election. It takes 
courage and determination, as well as a deep caring about 
Cohasset to toss one’s hat into the ring and run for office. 

We believe contests between and among candidates for a 
particular office are healthy. The best way to air issues is 
when there is a debate among those seeking office. 

As an aside earlier this week, we caught a part of a de- 
bate on WATD among the candidates for selectman in the 
Town of Hanson. What caught our “ear” was that one of 
the candidates was adamant that the role of a selectman is 
not to take sides on any issue. The hot issue there is the 
proposal to build a new school - the other candidates in 
the debate were either for or against the project. 

We had to smile because we knew the non-committal 
candidate would never survive in Cohasset where taking 
sides is part of our nature and politics are not always posi- 
tive. 

With that being said, we thought this particular election 
was a positive one for the most part. The police log was 
not peppered with complaints about campaign yard signs 
being stolen or vandalized and in our view, there did not 
appear to be any last minute “dirty tricks" as has been the 
case in some past elections. 

In the end, whether bullet voting played a role in the se- 
lectman’s race is something that those who analyze elec- 
tion results can debate. There were 596 “blanks” in the se- 
lectman’s race, which was the “hot” race this year - so it 
appears to us that a good number of voters only voted for 
one candidate not two. 

We also want to join the chorus in' thanking Fred Koed 
for his many years of service to Cohasset. We started cov- 
ering Fred when he was serving on the Water Commission 
in the early 90s. Whpn he did not seek reelection for that 
position - we recall him saying that he wanted time to do 
other things. A few years later, he ran for his first term on 
the Board of Selectmen, a seat he held until last Saturday. 

We hope that after Fred takes time to reflect - he wUl re- 
main involved in the town. He is certainly a great resource 
for any town or state official, for that matter. 

We were at the polls on Saturday night when the results 
came in. All day election “watchers” sat at tables on both 
sides of the front of the auditorium at Town Hall keeping 
track. Fred was out campaigning, but at 6 p.m. he was in- 
side the auditorium anxiously waiting for die news with 
the rest of us. Like all the candidates and their supporters

When the results were announced, it was clear that Fred 
was disappointed.

' Wastewater treatment 
plant (WWTP) operating 
contract: The contract with 
a previous operator was ter- 
minated and the new oper- 
ator’s contract has resulted 
in an annual savings for the 
users of at least 
• 8100, 000/year. Cohasset’s 
WWTP was recently recog- 
nized by the DEP as the 
' best operating small sewage 
treatment plant in the 
Commonwealth.

Avenue Project: This proj- 
ect provided the basis for 
settling the long-standing 
lawsuit against the Town of 
Cohasset by the state DEP. 
The project was safely com- 
pleted on time and at a cost 
savings of over a million 
dollars less than the au- 
thorization voted by Town 
Meeting. 

Budgets and Thuisparen- 

cy: The sewer commission 
initiated a five-year rolling 
budget process and estab- 
lished special accounts to 
sequester funds for capital 
spending, betterment re- 
payments and extraordi- 
nary maintenance needs. 
Disbursal of funds in these 
accounts requires Town 
Meeting approval. 

Town-owned grinder 
pumps: The Commission 
established a program (af- 
ter discussion of all the op- 
tions at multiple public 
meetings) to ultimately re- 
place all the grinder pumps 
installed during the previ- 
ous “North Cohasset” sewer 
extension. At the end of 
this process the grinder 



pumps will become the 
property of the homeown- 
ers. 

Infiltration and In-leak- 
age (I&I) successes: Al- 
though there is no precise 
way to measure the effect of 
individual steps taken in 
this program, the cumula- 
tive savings of flow into the 
collection system is sub- 
stantial. This reduction in 
flow translates directly to 
an increase in available ca- 
pacity at the treatment 
plant. 

Planning for WWTP ca- 
pacity utilization: Strategic 
planning is underway to 
determine the optimum 
path for using any excess 
capacity at the treatment 
plant. This plan will con- 
sider such choices as exten- 
sion of the current sewer 
districts, establishing new 
sewer districts, allowance 
for additional hookups re- 
quired by law and process- 
ing North Cohasset waste- 
water flow in our treatment 
plant.

PROTECT DOMESTIC WORKERS (S2192) 

Senate 39-0, approved and sent to the House a bill establishing a bill of rights for domestic workers, defined as “an employee who performs woikofa domestic nature withm a household.” These 
indude employees who perform housekeeping, house cleaning, home management, nanny services, caretaking of sick or elderly individuals, laundering, cooking and home companion services. 

The bill establishes labor standards and protections in the domestic workplace. Provisions indude requiring that a worker who puts in more than 40 hours per week be given a period of rest of 
at least 24 consecutive hours each week; m a n dati n g that aD meal periods, rest periods and sleeping periods count as working time; ensuring that workers have a right to privacy; and requiring that 
female full-time workers receive at like eight weeks' maternity leave. 

Supporters said it is long past time to ensure that these domestic workers have the same rights as all other workers across the state. They noted that these workers are an underserved group that 
is often overlooked.

ALSO UP ON BEACON HILL 

POSSIBLE 2014 BALLOT QUESTIONS -The Legislature has not acted by the May 6 deadline on several proposed 2014 ballot questions. This means that supporters of the questions must now 
collect 11,485 signatures by June 18, 2014 in order far the questions to appear on the November ballot 

Questions indude repealing the 2013 law that creates automatic gas tax hikes by linking the tax to the U.S. Consumer Price Index, limiting the number of patients a nurse can care for at one 
time, expanding the state’s existing beer and soda bottle deposit law to require a deposit on bottles of most other carbonated and non-carbonated beverages, hiking the minimum wage from $8 per 
hour to $10.50 per hour, requiring employers to give sick days to employees and penalizing hospitals that receive any state funds ifthey post profits above certain lin^ and/or pay th^ CEOs above 
certain limits. 

The tale of a possible ballot question that would repeal the states 2011 law allowing casino gambling is in limbo. Anti-casino forces are challenging a decision by Attorney General Martha Coak- 
ley that the repeal is unconstitutional and cannot appear on the ballot The case was heard before the Supreme Judicial Court last week The court has also allowed repeal supporters to attempt to 
collect the 1 1,485 additional signatures necessary to put the question on the ballot, in case the eventual court decision allows the question to move forward. 

Hie voters in 2012 approved ballot questions that allow medical use of marijuana and require auto manufacturers to sefl to non-<lealer repair shops complete repair information and diagnos- 
tic tools. They rejected a proposal to allow terminally ill patients with fewer than six months to live to obtain mertW tfo™ *h«y ***» tn mmmit suicide. 

CAMPAIGN FINANCE VIOLATIONS BY LOCAL OFFICIALS (H 9760) - The House and Senate have reached an agreement on a version of a bill imposing the same penalties on candidates for 
local office who violate campaign finance laws that are currently imposed on those for state and county office. The measure would prohibit a municipal candidate from appearing on the ballot if 
civil proceedings for failure to file his or her ca m paig n finance reports on time have been initiated. Only final House and Senate approval are necessary before the measure goes to Gov. Deval 
Patrick. 

Supporters said it is time to treat all ca n didates the same and remove this giant loophole that favors municipal candidates. 

PHOHDUT SHACKLING OF PREGNANT INMATES (S 8978) - The two branches have agreed on a new version of a bill that would prohibit the si tackling of a female prisoner during pregnan- 
cy, labor and delivery except to prevent her from escaping or seriously inuring hersetf or otbws. It would also establish minimum standards for the treatment and medical care of pregnant prison- 
ers to promote safe and healthy pregnancy outcomes, including ad e q u ate nutrition and prenatal care. Only final House and Senate approval are necessary before the measure goes to Gov. Patrick. 

Supporters said it is outrageous that shackling a female prisoner during birth is still legal in the year 2014. They argued it is long past time to approve this prohibition. 

MIXED MARTIAL ABTS LICENSES FOR NON-CITIZENS (H 9946) - The House approved and sent to the Senate a bill that would make it easier for non-citizens to oUain a license to com- 
pete in mixed martial arts, boxing and kic kbo xin g competitions in Massachusetts. Current law requirasthe fighter to obtain a social security number. Hie bill would allow the use ofafonn of iden- 
tification 'sufficient to identify the applicant* 

Supporters said the social security number requirement discourages many nu^or competitions from holding events in the Bay State because it is a long process to get a social security number. 
They noted that Massachusetts is one of the few states that require a social security number. 

LOCAL DISABILITY COMMISSION MEETINGS (S 1985) - The House gave initial approval to a Senate-approved proposal allowing local roronwmons on disability to permit remote partici- 
patkm by coamussfon members aikl cohere at any or aU of thefr meetings. Under current law, only the attorney general can authurirerenKAepartkipatioo 

Supporters said this would ensure that disabled people who have great difficulty getting to the meeting are afforded the opportunity to participate

“The weekend service will 
be available through Colum- 
bus Day weekend,” he stated.

3. Write a resume that presents 
a strong background in 
organization, team building and 
cooperation. Whether you have 
previous camp experience or not, 
you should gear your resume and 
other application materials towards 
these core values of camp. Even a 
job scooping ice cream indicates 
fluid customer service, collaboration 
with oo- workers, and a playful altitude. 

4. Draw on personal esperiences. 

Before interviewing, think about 
who your role models were grow- 
ing up. If you went to camp, what 
were your best counselors like? 
Channel these people as you talk to 
camp directors and hiring man- 
agers, remembering how they nude 
your childhood summers special 
and how you can “pay it forward” 
to a new generation of campers 

5. Kadiatc enthusiasm! High spirit 
is the glue that holds all camps 
together. Don't let the hiring 
process make you nervous or timid,

their state of mind]. The 
power of [Shakespeare’s] 
words remained die same, 
but the magic provided a 
visual reinforcement By 
the time Lady Macbeth 
killed herself, her suicide 
made complete sense.” 

His task is slightly dif- 
ferent in “The Tempest,” 
where Prospero conjures 
up a storm to wreck a ship 
carrying the brother who 
usurped Prospero’s posi- 
tion as duke. Once he has 
his brother on the island, 
the magician will exact his 
revenge. Much like Teller 
in performance, Prospero 
uses his tricks to bend his 
captive audience to his will. 

“Prospero has a brother 
who has wronged him, and 
now Prospero is pulling

out all the stops to scare 
the [crap] out of him,” says 
Teller, who then quotes a 
line from the play. “Mine 
enemies are all knit up in 
their distractions.” 

And leave it to a magi- 
cian to find the method in 
Prospero’s madness. Teller 
notes, “Unlike a villain 
using magic in a ‘Harry 
Potter’ movie, Prospero 
never does anything physi- 
cal to anyone. His illusions 
are rooted in the guilty 
conscience of his victims. 
For example, he’d never 
crush anyone; he’d just 
make them believe that 
the ceiling was closing 



down on them.” 

That level of analysis 
suggests Teller takes this 
new role seriously. In addi- 
tion to “Magic by Teller,” 
his credits in this produc- 
tion are co-adapter and 
co-director (along with 
Aaron Posner, who also 
directed that production 
of “Macbeth”). An example 
of Teller’s contribution: 

He pushed for Caliban to 
be performed by multiple 
actors. And he clearly tries 
to be true to the psychol- 
ogy of the character as he 
crafts their illusions. 

In fact, actor Tom Nelis, 
who plays Prospero, 
received a bit of helpful 
advice that could only 
have come from Teller. In 
a beautiful and touching 
scene at the end of the play, 
Prospero relinquishes his 
magic. Only Teller, who, in 
his mid-60s, still performs 



regularly with partner Penn 
in Las Vegas, could explain 
to Nelis just how big a sac- 
rifice that would be. 

“That’s been the core of 
my discussions with Tom 
since we began working 
on the show,” says Teller. 
“Prospero gives up his 
magic for the sake of his 
daughter. Tom also has a 
daughter. So I told him to 
imagine that in order to do 
right by your daughter, you 
have to give up acting for- 
ever. He understood that.” 

This production hardly 
belongs to just Posner, 
Teller and Nelis. In fact, 
it’s got an embarrassment 
of riches when it comes 
to the creative team. Matt 
Kent, associate artistic 
director of the esteemed 
dance company Pilobolus, 
directs the movement in 
the show. And the music 
is provided by Tom Waits 



and his collaborator (and 
wife), Kathleen Brennan. 
Waits essentially opened 
up his vault of songs for 
the production. 

“It was like Bach saying, 
You can use anything 
from my cantatas’,” says 
Teller. 

The show also has the 
backing of the ART, and 
Teller sounds somewhat 
awed by Diane Paulus, 
artistic director at ART, and 
her understanding of how 
to make plays. In a theater 
world where the pres- 
sures of time and money 
often crush creativity, she’s 
provided a chance for this 
production to breathe. 

“About two years ago, the 
ART took up our cause,” 
says Teller. The show has 
slowly come to life since 
then “because of the smart 
way ART does these things,” 
he adds. “It’s not a short 



development process." 

Teller admits his own 
development may have 
been arrested, in some 
ways, about 50 years ago. 

“At about the age of 8 to 
12, you realize it’s possible 
to not tell the truth,” says 
Teller, trying to explain 
his psychological need to 
mess with people. “There’s 
a fascination and power in 
lying. But if you’re a moral 
person, you can’t do it in 
everyday life. So the per- 
feet place to do it is in the 
cinema or the theater.” 

As for this piece of 
theater, Teller believes 
it will blow the dust off 
Shakespeare and give “The 
Tempest” a new energy. 

“When I go to the theater, 
I want to laugh, and I want 
the hairs to stand up on 
the back of neck,” he says. 
“That’s what I’m tiying to 
do with this show.”
